time ſomuchas once touched forhis many apparant and knowne dilloyall and vnduritull 
miſdemenours,inhopetharhis amendment mighthauec{atisfied his puniſhment,vntill abour fiue years paſt, 
he the ſaid Hugh,forgetting not onely hisdutic rowards God, her Maieſtic, and countrie, but alſo ſomany 
fauours and greatgraces, did not onelyin perſon enter into moſt deteſtable & vnnaturall rebellions againft 

hzrcrowneanddignitic, and endcuouredandin partperformed the drawing into this Realme forren forces, 
of her Mateſties profeſſed andknowne enemies, with alluring, prouoking,and violently vrging her Maieſties 
auncient-anddutitull ſubies, to partake with himin his confederacies and rebellions ; butalſo moſt falſely 
now of late, ſuggeſtingto couerhiscanckered and long feſtered treaſonable diſpoſition, thathee intended a 
defencetor them againſt theſcueritic of her Maieſties lawes made againſt their long cnioyed religion, reſti- 
rution ofauncient liberties, by right due vnio him andthem; and a purpoſeto preuentan vtter extirpation 
and rooting outofthemandtheir poſterities, fromtheir countriclit erties and auncient poſſeſſions, matters 
by bimſelfe mcerly countericitcd andinuented, himſelfewellknowne tobe ir religious, of Barbarouslife,a 
cruell oppreſlorof hiscountriepcople,and ofwoorſe affe&ionsthen may berecited: whereas by long expe- 
ricenceother Mateſties mildeand mercifuil pouernment, ithath appearedthatſuch courſes neuerſo much as 

by probable conteQure,did orcould enter into her Maieſtics Princely hart,muchleſſe to hauc bin by her per- 
formed ; but tus onelytruc and knowne purpoſe beinzto draw their dependancie, ſoas by himthey might be 
opprelled with bearing Bonaghts,yeelding of intollerable paiments,exaRions,and oppreſſions, vader which 
they hayelong groned and grieued,andnot to returnetoher Maieſtics merciſull government, but to conti- 
em vader aistyrannie for euer. All which hisintentions andaQtions weland long known 
vat? her Mareſtie;and yet by hertollerated irpleaſed her Princely hart, outofher accuſtomed mercies,to the 
endthewitcr mightnot be excuſed by want of remembrance ;nor the ſimpler beled awry by lacke of knowe- 
ledge, openly to proclaimerhe ſaid Hughtraitour vnto her Maieſtie, hercountrie, and gouernment; and yet 
neuertheleſſ:ro,make her exceeding mercies more manifeſt, was pleaſedindiuers and ſundrie places, to the 
end to reclaimeh'm and his adhzrepts, ſo by his before recited meansdeceiued, to their auncient ſubieRion, 
ro offer vnto himand chemHer Maicſties freepardon, for their liues, lands, liberties, and poſſeſſions, which 
by him was as ofcentimes odſtinarely refuſed, asgracioufly offered, And now atlaſt,the ſaid Hugh foreſecing 
he may nO longer withſtand'her Maicſtics forces, and failing of his long hoped forraine aſhſtance,now int en- 
dcethto lcauethis pooredeceiued peopletoher Maicſties condigne iuſtice, by them deſerued ; or to her ac- 
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
